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Fifty years ago this year Victoria General Hospital 
graduated its first class of two students. The school 
as such didn't exist at the time and the "program" 
differed exceedingly from that of the present gradua¬ 
ting class. 

The intervening fifty years have seen the training 
program move from "nursing service" to minimum 
service with the emphasis on education, and from 
three years to two and one half years . 

The hospital, always small, but busy, has moved 
consistently ahead: 1931 saw the first qualified dieti¬ 
cian hired and so the first course in the Diet Kitchen 
for students was begun; in 1943 three eight hour shifts 
replaced two twelve hour shifts. In 1951 the West 
Wing was built and in 1958 the present residence was 
opened -- freeing CE for the patients again as stu¬ 
dents had lived there while the residence was under 
construction. 

The sixties have seen much talk of the "New Vic" 
to be built in Fort Garry. The next fifty years will 
see the dream become reality, but to prepare for a 
smooth move the Prototype Unit opened in May 1967, 
replacing the Maternity Ward. The new unit runs on 
the same lines as wards in the new hospital will and 
as another step forward, 1968 will see the functioning 
of the Prototype Computer System -- designed to re¬ 
move the load of paper work from the shoulders of 
nursing personnel so that they may spend more time 
with the patients. 

The School of Nursing is now standing on the thresh¬ 
old of the two year nursing program which will begin 
in September 1968. 

Thus have both school and hospital moved steadily 
forward in the past fifty years. 

We can and do take pride in saying, on this special 
anniversary, we are part of the "Vic".
